which are generally accepted, has arranged 


-for renewal of the Anglo-Japanese treaty—-with 
'modifications which -will make the alliance en- 
itirely compatible v-ilh British good relations 
iwith the United Slates.

.great diplomatic difficulties. 
To inject into a 


; treaty with another country a discussion of re-

I in any way is unusual, and-not the less so that 
[England's partner in the arrangement is the only 
jcountry in the world with which we have pend- 
ing a difference of any considerable importance. 
!\Ve may reasonably expect that the modification 
jof the treaty will be an exceedingly diplomatic 
innd guarded formula, and one, probably, in 
[which any adhesion to American interests in the 
Pacific win be a matter of interpretation rather 
than bhmt assertion. To do otherwise would 
jbe to offer serious affront to Japan, directly and 
jby implication. Better than that would have 
Ibeen a refusal to renew the treaty at all, which 
ithis country could hardly expect without the 
[proposal of some quid pro quo on our part 


It is, in fact, a very considerable tribute to 


jthe power and importance of this country in in- 
ternational affairs that Great Britain should, 
'without solicitation from us, take a step of this 
iimportance in her own foreign policy. And, in- 
icidentally, it may go a long way toward insur- 
iing a harmonious settlement of the Japanese 
-exclusion question, the Yap controversy, and 


, other matters in which Washington and Tokio 
'are at odds. Japan quarreling with the United 
States all by itself is a much more unlikely 
prospect than Japan taking a high line with us 
;with a reasonable assurance of British support.

I from purely altruistic motives. There is a vital 
question of British imperial interests involved, 
in that the dominions whose premiers are at 


', London have quite definitely served notice on 


; their home government that they will be no parky 


I to a war with this country on a Japanese issue. 
Changing the Japanese treaty to meet their po- 
sition was a logical British policy from which 
•we benefit incidentally, but the chief object of 
"which was to prevent a possible secession move- 
ment of the biggest British colonies should the 
conflict befall. 


There is no reason, however, to look this 


gift horse in the teeth. It is sufficient that the 
largest naval power in the world, from whatever 
'motive, is willing to keep from mixing into our 
affairs in an important area. This is welcome 
news to those who wish to avoid trouble, even 
though they feel perhaps less than enthusiast- 
ic for the British proposal of a working alliance 
between two great English speaking countries 
for the purpose of running the world.. It is at 
any rate a very substantial pledge of friendship.
